New Delhi, the 30 th May 1955 

S.R. O. H50—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential Commodi¬ 
ties Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), and in supersession of the Notifications of the Government of 
India in the Late Ministry of Iodnstry and Supply No. 81-Tex. dated 4th Dec. 1948 and No. 
81-Tex. 1/48 (i) dated the 4th December 1948, and the Notification of the Government of India 
in the Ministry of Commerce & Industry No. S. R. O'. 758 dated the 25th April 1953, the Central 
Government hereby directs that every producer shall submit to the Textile Commissioner to the 
Government of India, Economics (CST Section), Wittet Road, Mallard Estate, Bombay, true and 
accurate ‘ •• c ormation^relating to his undertaking at the time and in the manner specified below:— 

I. On'or betoiw‘-v« toth day of January 1956 and every succeeding year, aretum in theForm 
“CST A machinery” , appended hereto in the case of a producer other than a producer who 
produces only cloth ; 

II. On or before the 10th day of June 1955 and every succeeding month— 

(i) in each of the Forms CST-B, CST-D and CST-F appended hereto in the case of a 

producer who produces both cloth and yam ; 

(ii) in th: Form CST-B, CST-C & CST-F appended hereto in the case of a producer who 
produces only yarn ; 

(Hi) in the Form CST-E appended hereto in the case of ( a ) a producer who produces 
o nly cloth, and (6) a producer who produces hosiery. 

Explanation. —The words “Producer” “Cloth” and “Yarn” shall, except in sub-paragraph 
(tii) (6) of paragraph II above, have the same meanings as they have in the Cotton Textiles (Con¬
